No, 21, was held on Monday the 
8th, in the town hall, Stettler. 

The municipal districts with- 
in the above area were repre- 
sented by the following mem- 
bers of the different councils :

Cant- 
lon ; Lamerton M.D. No. 398, 
Mr. J. KE.

128, Mr. Jenkins. EH. EH. Strick- 
land, Government Entomolog- 
ist, R. O. German, organizer, 
R. A. Gulliver and C. L. Willis 
were also present. 

The meeting opened with a 
round table discussion as to 
conditions in the different mun- 
icipalities, after which Mr. 
Strickland gave an account of 
the steady movement north of 
the “Roadside Grasshopper.” 
He outlined very clearly the 
menace this pest is,and the loss 
the country and chiefly the far- 
mers would suffer unless con- 
trol measures are immediately 
taken to destroy the young in- 
sects as soon as hatched out. 
A great number of questions 
were asked and Mr. Strickland 
gaveavery clear and concise 
answer toall. The municipal 
districts within Control Area 
No. 21 then organized to fight 
the grasshopper menace under 
the direction of R, O. German. 

In answer to questions Mr, 
Strickland advised the follow- 
ing quantities of ingredients be 
ordered to begin with by each 
M. D.: 1 ton sawdust; 1 ton 
bran; 100 gal. molasses ; 100 
Ibs. salt ; 200 Ibs, arsenic. 

It was suggested that each 
councillor take active measures 
in his division to point out the 
danger in ignoring the serious- 
ness of the grasshopper pest, 
and to take action by putting 
out the bait while the grass- 
hoppers are easily controlled, 

Just note that your crops are 
in danger, Look for eggs in 
the sod now. They somewhat 
resemble small narrow grains 
of wheat. If you find them in 
large numbers, report them at 
onee to your municipal couneil- 
lor, Write to the secretary of 
the municipal district, or to the 
nearest School of Agriculture, 
for a circular on grasshoppers, 
which will tell you how to pre- 
pare and use poisoned bait, The 
young grasshoppers will appear 
in the sod around your fields, 
iu pastures aud around sloughs 
in May or early June. Kill 
them with poisoued bait before 
they spread into grain fields 
and destroy the crops. 

Reeve Merrifield, of Lamer- 
ton Municipal Distriet, states 
that a mixing station will be 
located at Alix and any farmer 
can obtain a supply of the poi- 
soned bait free of charge, 


A number of changes in the 
color of Canadian postage

War Base at Suez 
Has Been Dismantled 


Was One of Greatest Centres During 
World War 


What was once considered the 
greatest military dump in the world, 
El Kantara, the British army base on 
the east side of the Suez Canal, has 
now almost entirely reverted to the 
wilderness of sand and silence whence 
it rose. 

Its passing marks the demise of one 
of the most important “war baby” 
soldier cities, 

In 1914, El Kantara was merely the 
name of a “place” on the Suez Canal, 

(45 minutes by train from Port Said, 
With the beginning of the Palestine 
campaign, the transformation began. 
Pioneers, engineers and army service

There Were erected enclosures for 


cattle, horses, mules, donkeys, fodder, 
for great guns and small limber carts.

Field for Archaeologists 


Cave Men Lived at Coast Province 
Until Very Recent Date 


The stone age which, after making 
the cave man famous, came to an end 
in Western Europe about 1700 B.C, 
was carried on for more than three 
thousand years later, and in its most 
characteristic form existed in British 
Columbia up until as late as a cen- 
tury ago, in some districts, according 
to findings of archaeologisis who have 
been exploring some of the old com- 
munity sites, mounds and aboriginal 
graves along the coast and in the in- 
terior of the provinces. 

The stone age in British Columbia 
has for years been the study of scl- 
entists of note, who have been work- 
ing the field in an effort to build up 
the story of the evolution of the pre- 
historic civilization as exemplied in 
the tribes of human beings who 
worked out their existence between 
the Rockies and the Coast. Valuable 
collections have been obtained. It 
is only recently that British Colum- 
bla has, in an effective way, turned 
its attention to the past. Under Pre- 
mier Oliver the Provinclal Museum 
has been partially rebuilt and the 
collection put on exhibition. 

The aboriginal occupants of this 
country belong to the neolithic, or 
new stone age, according to the 
specimens. The specimens came 
from old villages and burying places, 
Stone and bone tools were in common 
use when the first white explorers 
reached the North

Complaint is made that it 1s almost 
impossible to obtain competent watch 
repairers, the reason being that time 
pieces are now so largely made by 
machinery, that it is no one man’s 
business to know all the ins and outs 
of the delicate mechanism contained 
therein. So it is that watches, which 
if properly repaired by competent 
workmen, would last two or three 
generations as our father's time 
pieces did, are now after a few years 
thrown into the discard and new ones 
purchased. On the other hand, we 
have this to counterbalance It. Cheap- 
er watches than in the old hand- 
made days, and fncidentally more 
money to buy them with. Whether 
or not the machine-made watch is as 
good a time piece as the machine- 
made article we will allow others to 
judge. 


{n any event what is happenings in 
respect to watches and watch repatr- 
ers is going on in nearly all other in- 
dustries.

Canadians Did Regular Fighting 


Comparison Made on Record in Last 
Hundred Days of the War 


While military defence was under 
discussion in the House of Commons, 
Brigadier-General J. A. Clark (Con- 
servative, Burrard, B.C.), compared 
the work accomplished by the Cana- 
dian and United States forces in the 
last one hundred days of the war, to 
show how Canadian forces had been 
benefited by actual war experience, 

The United States, said the General, 
entered the war three years after 
Canada and therefore was not able to 
make the showing Canada did. -Dur- 
ing the last pne hundred days the 
United States had 650,000 men in ac-' 
tion and Canada 105,000. 

United States troops were engaged 
for twenty-seven days and Canadian. 
troops for one hundred days, United | 
States battle casualities numbered | 
approximately 100,000, and Canada’s | 
approximately 45,000 during the per-! 
iod, 

United States troops captured 16,- 
000 prisoners, and Canadian troops | 
35,500. United States troops captur- 
ed 486 guns, as compared with 623 by! 
the Canadians; 2,864 machine guns, as| 
compared with 2,842 by the Cana-! 
dians; 177 trench mortars,.as compar- 
ed with 2336. During the last one 
hundred days, United States troops 
freed 610 square miles and Canadian 
troops 500 square miles. Americans

‘The dairy calf may be made to contrt- 
bute a profitable return to its owner, 
and a substantial addition to our meat 
supply, but he must be fed and mar- 
keted as a calf. There is no place 
for the dairy steer, whether reared 
around a straw stack or given decent 
feed in a comfortable barn, 

“The dairy calf is going to be with 
us in increasing numbers and, as the 
product Is not exportable, we may as 
well accept the task of putting it upon 
the market in as attractive and palat- 
able a form as possible, in order that 
by increasing consumption we may de- 
velop an outlet which will regularly 
and profitably absorb all that we can 
produce.”.-Mr,.

Prairie Province Horticulture 


Tests Made of Fruits and Flowers at 
Dominion Experimental Farms 

The cultivation of frult and flowers 
in the prairie provinces is beset by 
more difficulties than it is In the east- 
ern provinces and in British Col- 
umbia. lloweyer, as the provinces 
become more settled, protection is to 
some extent provided against the 
sweeping winds. in many places, 
trees are now being planted as wind. 
breaks. At all the Dominion Expert- 
mental Varms and Stations some at- 
tention is paid both to fruit and 
flower growing. At Brandon, Man., 
the average yleld from six bushes of 
Magnus black currant for three years 
was 43 Ibs. 16 oz., and from Kerry 31 
Ibs. Red Cross currants gave an 
average yield from six bushes in the 
same time of 20 Ibs. 8 oz. and Large 
White currants an average yleld from 
six bushes of 11 Ibs. 13 oz. Gooseber- 
ries, raspberries and strawberries are 
also included in the tests and promise 
well.
